Here is what happened according 
to an officer in the 27th Infantry 
battalion, the unit of the Ninth 
Armored division whose seizure of 
the bridge helped shorten the war 
and saved hundreds of American 
lives: 
"At first we weren’t sure even 
that It was the 
Rhine

reached. 
Our 
objective 
was

of its tributaries but we had run 
off our mops. 
"German traffic 
was

across the bridge. We called for a r­ 
tillery fire but none came."
